Mayor Smith, of Macon, Adopts 
a Good Scheme 


10 PROTECT THE CITIZENS 


Against the Many Importuntties of the 
Destitute 


BOX OF CRUSHED ROCKS FOR NICKEL 


First Day Showed Twenty-Five at. 


Work at the Rock Pile—Mr. 
Talbott’s Return to Macon. 
Other News of the 
Central City. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, 
Macon, Ga.. February 7.—Mayor Smith's 
scheme to stop begging was put into oper- 
ation this morning. The idea was sug- 
gested by the mayor soon after he was 
inaugurated and was at once adopted by 
the city council. The people of Macon 
will no longer be worried with the beg- 
gars of the city who have been a nuli- 
sance here for a number of years, as a 
place has now been provided at which 
they can make from 35 to 40 cents a day. 
The place where the beggars can secure 


work is known as the rock pile, a place | 
established by the city for tne benefit of | 
the beggars, where rock is ‘to be crushed | 


for the purpose of paving the ‘streets. 

Small boxes, one foot in diameter and 
one foot square, have been provided, and 
for each box filled with crushed rock, the 
person gets a ticket valued at 5 cents, 
which will be cashed at any of the stores 
in Macon. No money will be given, how- 
ever, aS it is the intention of the mayor 
to provide them with provisions and 
clothing, and the tickets will only be 
honored for such. Should they be given 
money it would be spent for intoxicants. 

The mayor nas requested the citizens 
not to give another thing to the beg- 
gars, but to send them to the rockpile, 
which is located at the foot of Second 
street, where they will all be given em- 
ployment. About twenty-five were sent 
there today, and it was necessary to get 
in an extra supply of hammers for them. 
A shelter has been built so as to protect 
them from the weather, and while at 
work they will be made as comfortable as 
A man has been employed to 
look after the work. The rock, when it is 
crushed, will be used on the streets of the 
city, and in this manner the city will be 
enabled to secure it at a much cheaper 
rate than formerly. The rock pile is a 
permanent thing, and was started by 
Mayor Smith, who will see that it is 
kept up. 

The Mayor’s Lecture. 

Tomorrow night Mayor Smith will make 
his first appearance on ‘the lecture plat- 
form, and will deliver an address enti- 
tiled, ‘““Grand-Stand Players.’’ The pro- 
ceeds of the enterfainment will be de- 
voted to the Price Free Library, which is 
very much in need of funds at present. 
‘Already a number of tickets have been 
sold. and it is expected that a large au- 


dience will be present. 
Talbott Returns. 

Mr. Ellis M. Talbott returned 
from Atlanta, where he spent yesterday 
in conference with his creditors. He made 
satisfactory arrangements with them, 
and gave bond for his appearance on the 
charge of larceny. This morning he was 
taken before Ordinary Wiley on the writ 
of habeas corpus sworn out on Saturday 
night. As Mr. Talvott had gone to At- 
lanta voluntarily, the writ was with- 
drawn. 

The committee of creditors appointed at 
the creditors’ meeting here several days 
ago has been hard at work all the week, 
and will be réady to make its report at 
the meeting ‘tomorrow. So far it will 
give out no information about the assets 
or liabilities of the firm. 

It is the desire of all the Macon cred- 
itors of the enter into bus- 
iness again as soon as their affairs can 
be straightened out. Mr. Talbott stated 
this morning that he was anxious to get 
the present trouble settled, as he would 
have an opportunity to pay back the 
money he owes.

on Railroad in Nude Condition 
While Weather Was Cold.

Maysville, Ga., February 7.—(Special.)— 
On Sunday night last Mr. J. C. Jarrett, 
who lives one mile jbelow Center, a 
small station on the Northeastern rail- 
road, while on his way to church with 
his wife and two daughters, discovered 
some one moving along the embankment 
between the railroad and some crossties. 
The girls became alarmed, they being 
some distance in advance of thelr par- 
ents, and called their attention to the ob- 
ject of their fear. Upon investigation Mr. 
Jarrett was astonished to find a boy 
about ten years of age, naked, nearly 
frozen and almost beaten to death. His 
body and limbs were found to be covered 
with stripes and bloody marks. Mr. Jar- 
rett at once wrapped the boy in his over- 
coat and carried him back to his home 


and cared for him, 


The account the boy gave of himself 
was truly touching and pitiful. He related 
that he had been living with Mr. Dan 
Matthews, one of the neighbors, for some 
time. On Saturday evening the boy says 
that Mrs. Matthews gave consent for 
him to go visiting to some place in the 
neighborhood and he had failed to return 
Sunday morning on account of a hard 


rain. This angered Matthews, and taking |

Atlanta. He is not only a most capa- 
ble financier, but he is thoroughly fa- 
miliar with the principles on which 
large business enterprises are based 
and is well grounded in all the practi- 
cal details of manufacturing. 

Such a factory as it is proposed to 
erect would go far toward making At-

The Same Old Story. 

The want of technical training which 
prevents the young men of Georgia 
from accomplishing much for the de- 
velopment of the state has been fully 
discussed by The Constitution, 

Every few days something turns up 
to expose the unwisdom of legislatures 
which fail to provide for the most en- 
larged technical education., On this 
line the following letter, just to hand, 
tells its own story: 

Editor Constitution—Having noticed at 
various times your interest in the School 
of Technology, I wish to add my word, 
for I frequently run across a community 
who have the money, the cotton, the la- 
bor, and all the necessary environments 
for making a successful venture in start- 
ing a cotton mill, but who are totally 
Without experience and would need first- 
class managers for their mills. This opens 
up a wide field for our young men of the 
south if they would only perfect them- 
selves along this -ine for future useful- 
ness for themselves and the state. This 
Was brought forcibly before my atten- 
tion today while delivering an address at 
McDonourn, Ga., where all of the above 
are ready, but they all agree that they 
have no one who could fil} the office of 
manager of the institution. The widest 
publicity you could give this school to en- 
courage the young men of the state in 
taking these courses in our textile fabric 
schools, etc., would be of great advan- 
tage in the future for Georgia’s develop- 
ment.

A Parallel Case. 


Editor Constitution—You are right in saying 
that the application made by the Seaboard 
Air-Line to the legislature of Virginia for 
charter, which will authorize it to build a 
railroad from Richmond to Washingtcn, D. C., 
parelleling the Richmond, Fredericksburg and 
Potomac railroad finds its closest comparison 
in the action of the state of Georgia, which 
allowed the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia railroad to parallel the Western and 
Atlantic railrdad, the state’s own property, from 
Chattanooga to Atlanta. This proposition, 
when originally made to the state of Georgia, 
was vigorously opposed by many of the lead- 
ing men of the staf@, their reasons being that 
it would badly injure, if not almost ruin, 
state’s property. 

Ex-Governor Joseph E. Brown, at that time 
president of the lease company of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad, with his proverbial long- 
headedness, openly advocated the granting of 
the charter. He declared that any damage 
to the state road would be of only .tempor- 
ary duration; that the competition between 
the two lines would result in so great an in- 
crease of traffic into and out of the state as 
would really increase the earnings of the 
state road above the figures at that time. 

The wisdom of his advice and of the influ- 
ence he exerted in this matter was justified 
by the official figures of the Western and At- 
lantic railroad before he retired from 
presidency. 
ures, showing the earnings of that road during 
a period of eight years before the East Ten- 
nessee road was opened and of eight 
subsequent thereto. These figures show an 
average gross revenue per annum of $1.274.- 
489.01, when the “state road enjoyed the mo- 
nopoly of the business between Chattanooga 
and Atlanta, and $!1,298,690.43 after the East 
Tennessee was opened and was 
competing with the state road for the business. 
The East Tennessee road, by the way, was 
completed and began its competition with the 
state road during the last months of 1882. 

The managers of the Georgia ‘railroad vig- 
orously opposed the granting of the charter 
of the Atlanta and Richmond Air-Line on the 
ground that it. would seriously injure the for- 
mer road.

We got to tthe mouth about 
8 a. m., and started. up the river. When 
we got abreast of the town we overhauled 
all the cascoes we could see, but found 
nothing comtraband except bolos. We met 
no resistance. We sounded across the 
river in three places, in tthe boat, and at 
about 10-a. m. we started to turn around 
and got aground, just after we were 
around and heading down the river. 


were then about a quarter of a mile | 


above the town. There are in the village 
of Orani one stone building besides the 
church, several twa-story houses, and 
the water front is lined with bamboo 
shacks. Before getting aground, Mr.

Colonel Broughton has announced his 
candidacy, and at a conference of his 
friends at the Kimball yesterday, sig- 
nified his intention of going into the race 
to win without fail. He stated that he 
had been slow in reaching the decision, 
appreciating the responsibility that 
would devolve upon him if elected, and 
the importance of the position in the eyes 
of the people of Georgia. The specula- 
tion in official circles as to the outcome 
of the conference held at the Kimball yes- 
terday was general, and when it was an- 
noinced later that W. A. Broughton 
would be in the race there was no sur- 
prise. It was the opinion of many af- 
ter the retirement of Treasurer Speer 
that the former allianceman from Mor- 
gan would announce without delay. The 
friends of Colonel Broughton, however, 
declare that the retirement of the pres-

“Atlanta ought to lead in this work of 
cotton manufacture. There arse small 
towns in North Carolina which until late- 
lv were hardly known, now far ahead of 
her. 

“I can see nothing in the way of suc- 
cess. Your business men certainly have 
talent. They have the capital. The col- 
ton is here. Freight rates are low. Ev- 
erything is favorable—perhaps too favor- 
able. 


Cost Not Too Much. 


“Ag to the proposed cost, it is simply 
a question of what resource the organ- 
izers have in the way of raising money. 
Gastonia, in North Carolina, is building 
a million dollar mill. It is a town of about 
5,000 population. It luuks as though At- 
lanta -with more than 100,000 population 
ought to do as well if the subject inter- 
ests the people as it does those of Gas- 
tonia. Of course the North Caroiina 
town has already five or six factories that 
are successful, but success has been 
demontrated here also. 

“England has 46,000,000 spindles. The 
southern states have now about 5,000,000 
spindles, It would seem as though 5,000,- 
000 more spindles might be put in here in 
the soyth without materially crowding 
the foreign markets.

Chicago, February 3, 1900.—We have now 
entered the time and season of the year when 
we have all sorts of rumors and reports with 
regard to the probable outcome of the winter 
wheat crop. 

We certainly have had a very remarkable 
winter and the oldest inhabitant has no records 
| to show anything like the extremes which we 
| have passed through since December, 1899. 
| At no iime since that date have the surplus 
| grain growing states of the country been cov- 
ered with snow over htree consecutive days 
and then the depth was not over three inches. 

The next feature has been a very high degree 
of temperature, so much so that the 
wheat crop in its entirety has been 
right along until a very recent period.

had now nearly ten days of zero weather with 
| the ground entirely bare of snow and frozen 
deep for the first time this season. 

The effect of these strained conditions has 
been to put all those who are interested in the 
outcome of the crop either as carriers or con- 
Sumers simply guessing.

Strong, but Trade Small—Pro- 
visions Shade Better. 


Chicago, February 7.—A good export demand 
overshadowed other bullish factors in a strong 
and active wheat market today, May closing 
I%@i\%c over yesterday. Corn closed %@tec 
and oats 4c improved. Provisions at the close 
were a shade better than yesterday. 

May wheat opened %@%c over yesterday's 
Close at 6754;@67%c, supported by the Paris 
advance and the prediction of a cold wave. 
The market touched 67%, and then the ascent 
began, which was continued to the end. Trade 
was active and the market broad. Liverpool 
turned strong and advanced on reports of 
weather menacing to the crop in France, and 
it was feared, the same cables reported, that 
shipments would be delayed. The 


most cheerful news, however, from a 
bull standpoint, was that the export demand 
which day after day has been labeled ‘‘slack’’ 
had improved. In confirmation of this New 
York reported 59 loads taken for export, while 
200,000 bushels were sold here for direct ex- 
port. The price for May was steadily bid 
up to 68% @os8'ec, at which it closed, 14@1I\c 
over yesterday. Primary receipts were 44],- 
000 bushels, compared with 458,000 bushels 
last year. Minneapolis and Duluth reported 
356 cars, against 274 cars last week and 255 
cars a year ago. Local receipts were |I9 cars, 
none of which graded contract. Atlantic port 
Clearances in wheat and flour were equal to 
287,000 bushels. 

The corn market was strong and active the 
greater part of the _ session. There was a 
good shipping demand—80,000 bushels being 
sold for export—and shorts bought liberally. 
The main influence in the strength was the 
report that the Argentine crop was suffering 
from the extreme heat. Liverpool was high- 
er on account of this. Country offerings were 
small. Local receipts amounted to 460 cars. 
May ranged from 33% to 38%c, and closed 
%@'eec over yesterday at 33%@33%c. Com- 
mission houses led the buying, while scalpers 
took profits on long corn. 

The oats market was strong, but the trade 
Was small. The strength of other grains was 
the main factor. Receipts here were |78 cars. 
May sold from 23%@23% to 23%@2s%e and 
closed 4c up at 23%c. 

In the face of heavy hog receipts and lower 
prices at the yards the provisions market show- 
ed strength, which excited the admiration of 
traders, Liverpool was well up on product 
and the strength of grain was a factor..

After the state had rested L. B. Aus- 
tin and S. D, Johnson, representing the 
defense, moved that their clients be dis- 
missed on the ground that the state had 
failed to make out a case. 

Mr. Austin, who addressed the court, 
Said that the only evidence at hand was 
to the effect that Mr. Burdette had re- 
fused to sell the hogs, although he had 
given one away. 

Mr. Rosser in replying stated that the 
evidence was to the effect that the hag 
had been given away in consideration of 
work done at the slaughter pen by the 
man who had received the alleged in- 
fected hog. This, said Mr. Rosser, was 
payment for work, and according to his 
construction of the law things of value 
given in consideration for work are in

ed no disrespect to the court, he felt that 
he ought to state that the defendants 
would not escape*the law.
